to be wondered at that there was another “scare” at the water-front 
this morning when a ferry launch was‘reported overdue. 


The affair developed to.a stage 

» when news reached the’ Police. 
Inquiries were at once set on foot 
but very shortly afterwards, - it 
was discovered that nothing was 
amiss. All that had actually hap- 


pened was that while the comple- 
ment ‘of the steam-Isunch ferry 
“Cheung Chow” were bliasfully 
ignorant of what was going on at 
the Hongkong wharf, their atten- 
tion being concentrated on making 
. a way through'the dense fog, the 
longshoremen had worked them- 
selves into-a fine frenzy ‘over the 
launch’s non-appearance, : 
Every morning the ferry leaves 
Cheung Chau island at 3.80, No 
nasengers other than. “ Kai- 
‘ yenees" j.e., community elders, and 
people guaranteed. by .chops are 
accepted for this journey, 
- although the next trip brings the 
_ foreign residents to office. . ° 
This ‘morning the launch start- 
ed ag gual with a cargo cdmpris- 
ing salt-fish and cabbage. With 
the compradore department, the 
“crew numbered twenty-one. Fog 


was encountered almost on leaving 
the wharf and then commenced 
the: tedious “‘tooting’” across to 
Hongkong. 

Ordinarily, it would take an 
hour to get across. Before 4.40, 
over a‘hundred coolies had gather- 
ed at the Praya to discharge the 
cargo. By 5.50 there ‘were no 
signs of the launch. Whispers of 
“piracy” got around until some- 
body took it into his head to 
advise the police, At'6.15 the 
Jaunch turned up. Those on board 
wanted to know what all the fuss 
was about. Explanations were 


given, and accepted. The coolies | 


worked as fast as possible so that 
‘the launch could leave Hongkong 
at 7.80 and get back to Cheung 
Chau by 8.30 when the Europeans 
would be waiting to get to Lown, 
What undoubtedly aggravated. 
the matter was. the revent, piracy 
of the “Lee Fat” a launch char- 
tered to augment the Hongkong- 
Cheung Chau ferry service. Some
